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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the Office action mailed on September 25, 2008 the 
Amendment has been received on. 

Claims 1-8, 14-17 and 22-24 have been canceled. 
Claims 9-12 and 27 have been amended. 

Claims 9-13, 18-21 and 25-27 are currently pending in this application. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-1 3, 1 8-21 and 25-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 9 is allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a proton 
beam target for generating mamma rays in response to an impinging proton beam 
comprising: a stopping laverfor mitigating transmission of the proton beam 
therethrough, wherein thermal dissipation in the target under proton beam exposure is 
improved, wherein the stopping layer comprises a SiC substrate as claimed in 
combination with all of the remaining limitations of the claim. 



Claim 18 is allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a method of 
fabricating a proton beam target for generating gamma rays which are reflected 
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therefrom in response to an impinging proton beam, the method comprising the 
steps of: forming a stopping layer comprising a SiC substrate for mitigating transmission 
of the proton beam therethrough; and attaching a thin 13 C Diamond gamma reaction 
layer to the stopping layer as claimed in combination with all of the remaining limitations 
of the claim. 

Claim 25 is allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a 
contraband detection system comprising: a proton beam target with a thin 13 C Diamond 
gamma reaction layer for generating the gamma rays therefrom; and a stopping layer 
comprising a SiC substrate for mitigating transmission of the proton beam therethrough, 
wherein thermal dissipation in the target under proton beam exposure is improved as 
claimed in combination with all of the remaining limitations of the claim. 

Claims 1 0-1 3, 1 9-21 , 26 and 27 are allowed by virtue of their dependence. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Meilinas et al. (US Patent 6,21 5,851 B1 ) teaches a proton beam 
target for generating gamma rays in response to an impinging proton beam, the proton 
beam target comprising a thin 13 C Diamond gamma reaction layer.
